2.  Infantile  mortality  rate  per  1,000  births  was  143*07.  The 
higher  nnrtality  wis  noticed  in  October  (25,407)  and  the  lowest 
in  March  (13,373). 

3.  Verific  ition  of  causes  of  deaths — In  addition  to  the  general 
verification  of  the  causes  of  deaths  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
5,281  deaths  were  verified  by  Officers  of  the  Medical  Department,  Of 
these  1,006  were  amongst  children  under  15  years  of  age,  3,040 
amongst  adults  from  16 —43  years  of  age  and  1,235  amongst  adults 
exceeding  45  years  of  age. 

4.  Verification  of  registrat  ion  of  vital  statistics — 165,179  entries 
of  births  and  deaths  were  checked  by  the  district  health  staff. 

5.  Neglect  to  comply  with  registration  rules—The  number  of 
persons  fined  and  the  amount  of  fines  realised  for  non-compliance  of 
these  regulations  were  Hs.1,125  and  Rs.857  respectively. 

One  hundred  and  forty-five  cases  were  campounded  on  payment 
of  Rs.  86  and  eight  persons  were  let  off  with  a  warning. 


CHAPTER  III 

General  health  of  the  Province  including  epidemiology 

of  Chief  Diseases 

1.  Cholera — Seven  thousand  six  hundread  and  eixty-two  deaths 
were  reported  representing  687  deaths  from  towns  and  6,97  5  from 
villages,  giving  deaths  rates  of  0*10  and  0*14  respectively.  The  death 
rate  for  the  Province  as  a  whole  was  0*14  against  the  quinquennial 
average  of  0*73  and  the  last  year’s  rate  of  0*95.  The  highest  mortality 
was  recorded  in  October  and  the  lowest  in  February.

493,928  anti-cholera  inoculations  were  performed.  Chlorination  of 
wells,  disinfection  of  infected  houses  and  articles,  isolation  and  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  sick,  and  prophylactic  treatment  of  the  contacts  were  the 
principal  anti-epidemic  measures.  To  prote:t  lobour  employed  on 
war  work  and  on  construction  camps  anti -cholera  inoculations  and 
special  anti-fly  operations  were  undertaken  in  the  areas  concerned. 
One  hundread  and  twelve  pounis  of  permanganate  of  potash,  454  cwt, 
of  bleaching  powder,  2,970  lb.  of  kaolin  and  1,175  lb.  of  Essential 
Oil  mixture  were  consumed.  Temporary  epidemic  regulations  were 
enforced  where  necessary.

Financial  asaistanca  to  the  extent  of  Rs.1‘2,111  was  afforded  to  affected 
areas  for  enforcing  effective  anti-epidemic  measures. 

2.  Plague — Eight  thousanad  nine  handred  and  fifty-three  deaths 

were  recorded  (443  in  towns  and  8,510  in  villages)  exhibiting  death 
rate  of  0*06  and  0*17  respectively.  The  provincial  death  rate  was 
0*16  against  the  quinquennial  average  of  0*31  and  the  last  year’s  rate 
of  *07.

Highest  mortality  was  noticed  in  March  and  the  lowest  in  August. 
Necessary  preventive  measures  consisting  of  inoculation,  evacuation 
of  infected  localities  and  destruction  of  rats  and  ratfleas  were  under¬ 
taken.  Anti-rat  campaign  was  carried  out  in  some  districts  and  muni¬ 
cipalities  and  in  a  few  areas  Cyanogasing  of  rat  burrows  with  Cyano 
Dust  ‘  A  *  and  Caloid  briquattes  was  resorted  to. 

A  sum  of  Rs.3, 459  was  spent  on  subsidies  granted  for  anti-nWne 
measures  in  rural  areas.  1  g 

132;852  anti-plague  inoculations  were  given.  In  places  where  the 
epidemic  was  virulent,  temporary  regulations  to  enforce  anti-plague 
measures  were  applied. 

3.  Small-pox — 4,479  deaths  were  reported.  These  consisted  of  801 
deaths  in  urban  areas  and  3,678  in  rural  areas.  The  respective  rates 
per  mille  of  population  were  0*11  and  O’ 08.  The  mortality  rate  for 
the  province  as  a  whole  was  0*03  against  0*  19  for  the  quinquennium 
and  0-24  for  1941.  ^

As  compared  to  last  year  the  motality  showed  an  increase  of  about 
31,000  the  death  rates  for  two  years  having  been  14*9  and  14*5  ‘respec¬ 
tively,  and  the  quinquennial  average  16*98.  The  mortality  in  urban 
areas  was  10  68  and  in  the  rural  areas  15*52.

(a)  Malaria — The  year  was  noted  fora  malaria  epidemic  in  the 
West.  There  were  747,462  deaths  as  compared  to  707,456  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  the  mortality  rates  being  13*4  and  12*8  respectively. 713,7 Id 
deaths  with  a  death  rate  of  14*59  were  reported  from  rural  areas  and 
38,752  with  death  rate  of  4*84  from  urban  areas, 

Further  details  concerning  malaria  control  measures  are  given  in 
Chapter  VII, 

( b )  Relapsing  fever — The  number  of  deaths  registered  under  thisr 
head  was  77  (39  from  urban  and  38  from  rural  areas)  against  164  in  the 
preceding  year. 

(c)  Enteric  fever — There  were  7,479  deaths,  with  a  death  rate  of 
0  15  as  against  8,436  and  0'15  during  the  previous  year.  The  urban 
and  rural  areas  were  responsible  for  4,257,  and  3,222  deaths,  with  death 
rate  of  0*61  and  0*07,  respectively. 

(d)  Kala-Azar — 117  deaths  were  registered  (45  in  urban  and  72 
in  rural  areas)  against  122  during  1941,  Banaras  and  Gorakhpur 
divisions  having  been  the  most  heavily  afftcted  areas  the  special 
arrangements  for  treatment  instituted  in  these  divisions  were  continued 
as  usual. 

(e)  Influenza — The  number  of  deaths  was  391  (162  from  the  urban 
areas  and  229  from  the  rural  areas)  as  agairst  391  in  the  previous 
year. 

(/)  Cerebrospinal  Meningitis — Deaths  from  this  disease  numbering 
51  (42  from  towns  and  9  from  rural  areas)  agairst  70  in  the  preceding 
year.  Necessary  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  cases  were  made 
in  Civil  Hospitals  as  last  year, 

5.  Respiratory  Diseases — The  deaths  and  death  rate  from  these 
causes  were  38,116  aDd  0*68,  respectively  distributed  quarterly  as  below 
as  compared  to  previcus  year’s  figures  of  41,523  and  0*7  :

5.  (a)  Tuberculosis — The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  was 

5,302  (4,563  in  the  urban  areas  and  739  in  the  rural  areas)  giving  a  death 
rate  of  0*09.  The  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  joint  was  200 
(103  for  urban  areas  and  97  for  rural  areas)  and  that  from  other  tuber¬ 
cular  diseases  was  2,459  (1,690  in  urban  areas  and  769  in  rural  areas). 
Reporting  under  this  head  is  very  defective. 
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6.  Dysentery  and  D iarrhoea — 16,595  deaths  were  registered 
and  were  distributed  over  the  four  quarters  of  the  year  as  under  :

UL'he  mortality  under  this  group  of  causes  decreased  slightly  during 
1942  as  compared  to  the  previous  year,  the  figures  for  the  last  year 
having  been  17,897.  The  mortality  was  the  highest  in  September  and 
the  lowest  in  February.  The  respective  figures  of  mortality  for  the 
urban  and  rural  areas  were  13,628  and  2,967  with  death  rates  of  1*95 
an  0  06  per  mille, 

The  districts  recording  high  rates  were  Garhwal  (2*08).  Agra  (1*37), 
Moradabad  (1T5)  and  Lucknow  (*90), 

7.  Epidemic  Dropsy — Thirty-six  deaths  were  reported  from  this 
disease  as  against  32  in  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  28  were  reported 
from  towns  and  8  from  rural  areas. 

8.  Injuries — 14,562  deaths  were  recorded  under  this  head  of 
which  1,251  were  due  to  suicides,  10,748  to  wounds  or  accidents, 
2,177  to  snake  bites,  171  to  rabite  and  215  were  killed  by  wild 
animals. 

9.  All  other  causes— 109,209  deaths  were  recorded  under  this 
head  yielding  a  death  rate  of  1*95, 

10.  Deaths fr cm  child-birth — 2,134  deaths  were  recorded  as  occur¬ 
ring  from  child-births  (1,736  in  towns  and  398  in  rural  areas)  against 
2,091  in  1941  (1,604  in  urban  and  487  in  rural  areas). 


chapter  IV 

Fairs  and  Festivals 

The  Kumbh  Fair  of  Allahabad  was  hold  from  January  2  to  February 
14,  1942.  The  gathering  (12  lakhs)  was  much  less  than  usual  owing  to 
petrol  rationing  and  restrictions  imposed  on  travelling  by  rail.  Elec¬ 
tive  sanitary  arrangements  were  made  in  the  fair  areas  and  at  principal 
halting  places  of  pilgrims.  Kail  and  road  inspection  posts  were  created 
at  important  places.  The  fair  passed  off  without  an  outbreak  of  any 
infectious  disease.  Other  fairs  were  also  supervised  by  local  Public 
Health  Officers  and  did  not  show  any  abnormal  features  and  there  were 
no  outbreaks  of  any  infectious  disease. 


CHAPTER  V 

Sanitation  and  Water  Supply  in  Urban  Areas 

Lack  of  material  and  labour  constituted  the  main  difficulty  in  admi¬ 
nistering  municipal  health  departments  during  the  year.  The  arrival  of 
refugees  in  a  large  number  and  the  general  increase  in  the  population 
coupled  with  the  additional  -expenditure  incurred  by  the  local  bodies  on

defence  w  orks,  added  to  their  difficulties.  Special  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  supply  of  disinfectants  and  for  the  provision  of  conservancy 
equipment  for  the  boards.  The  Provincial  Government  also  gave  loans 
in  some  cases  in  which  local  finances  were  unable  to  meet  the  cost  of 
the  extra  measures. 

As  part  of  the  general  A.R.P.  measures,  plans  were  drawn  up  for 
maintaining  water  supply  and  sanitary  service  in  the  towns  of  the 
United  Provinces.  These  included  the  conservation  and  augmentation 
of  supplies,  economy  in  the  use  of  material,  and  maintenance  of  the 
morale  of  the  workers.  For  the  last  named  purpose  a  special  branch  of 
the  A.R.P.  service — the  A.R.P.  Sanitary  and  Public  Health  Service — 
was  created,  retailed  plans  were  also  drawn  up  for  ensuring  sanitation 
and  water-supply  of  refugee  camps  in  the  event  of  any  necessity  arising 
for  them  at  any  time. 


CHAPTER  VI 


Rural  Sanitation 

Routine  measures  like  construction  ofsoakage  pits,  manure  trenches 
and  improvement  of  village  wells  were  continued  during  the  year.  Lack 
of  material  and  labour  militated  against  any  large  advance  in  these 
activities.  Officers  of  the  department  continued  to  give  help  to  the 
Rural  Development  staff  in  the  villages  subject  to  their  care.  Improve¬ 
ment  of  dwelling  houses,  cattle-sheds  and  drinking  water  wells  received 
special  attention. 

The  Health  Unit  at  Partapgarh  carried  on  its  usual  activities. 


A  large  amount  of  work  arising  out  of  the  war  was  undertaken. 
The  principal  being  the  maintenance  of  sanitation  and  medical  care  of 
the  labour  employed  on  construction  works.  In  connexion  with  the 
outward  rush  from  Calcutta  early  in  the  year,  following  enemy  action 
on  Rangoon,  there  was  a  temporary  concentration  of  refugees  at  Mughal 
Sarai,  and  at  a  few  other  railway  stations  in  the  United  Provinces0 
Arrangements  were  made  for  the  accommodation  of  these  people,  and 
for  sanitation,  water  supply  and  food  supply  ab  the  camps,

Receipts  from  Goveramenb,  the  Board  of  Public  Health  and  other 
sources  specially  ear-marked  for  public  health  purposes  aggre¬ 
gated  Rs.78,920.  Out  of  their  own  revenue  of  Rs.  1,13,44,940  the 
board  spent  Rs. 5, 36, 8(31  or  4*7  per  cent,  only  on  public  health.  In 
1940-41  they  spent  4*0  per  cent,  and  in  1939-40,  3’8  per  cent. 


CHAPTER  VII 

Malaria 

1,  Malaria  condition  in  the  Province — Malaria  in  epidemic  form 
was  reported  from  23  districts.  The  epidemic  was  more  severe  and 
widespread  than  usual.  Mortality  from  the  disease  was  747,462  with 
a  death  rate  ot  18*4  as  against  707,456  and  12’8  respectively  in  the 
preceding  year. 

2,  Activities*—  The  malaria  section  carried  out  anti-malarial 
measures,  surveys  and  investigations  in  certain  areas  and  advised  tha 
local  authorities  on  anti-malarial  measures.  Tha  special  anti-malaria 
schemes  at  Bazpur  (district  Naini  Tul)  and  Hardoi  continued  to 
operate  in  58  and  12  villages  respectively.  Periodical  spraying  with 
Pyrethrum  insecticide  mixture  was  carried  out  with  good  results.  A — 
tesselatus  (variety  of  mosquito)  was  found  in  Hardoi  and  has  formed 
a  new  record  for  the  Province. 

(3)  Sale  and  consumption  of  Quinine  in  the  Province — During 
the  year  under  report  4,619  lb.  of  Quinine  and  1,816  lb.  of  Cinchona 
worth  Rs. 1,54,583  were  sold  by  the  Government  Quinine  Tablet  Manu¬ 
facturing  Factory,  both  in  powder  and  tablet  forms  to  the  Government 
Departments,  Government  aided  institutions  and  local  boards,  against 
5,606  lb.  of  Quinine  and  3,078  lb.  of  Cinchona  worth  Rs.2.06,512  in 
1941.  In  addition  to  this  1,235  lb.  of  Quinine  were  supplied  to  Dis¬ 
trict  Magistrates  for  sale  to  the  general  public,  employers  of  labour 
and  private  charitable  hospitals  and  dispensaries  through  the  medium 
of  excise  vendors.

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CHAPTER  VIII 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

1.  The  D  irector  of  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  was  as  usual  in- 

charge  of  this  activity  in  the  Province.  The 
stftfiganiZatl°n  ^  l°c  d  Red  Cross  Committees  at  district  head¬ 
quarters  with  the  Collector  as  President  and  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  as  the  Honorary  Secretary  attende  1  to  local 
needs. 

Twenty-four  medical  women,  29  health  visitors,  202  assistant 
midwives  and  80  brained  indigenous  dais  worked  in  the  urban  areas  and 
160  assistant  midwives  and  68  dais  in  rural  areas.  The  services  of 
women  doctors  in  hospitals  are  in  addition  available  for  domiciliary  mid¬ 
wifery  service  in  difficult  cases  in  places  where  no  Red  Cross  women 
doctors  are  employed. 

Normal  cases  were  conducted  by  assistant  midwives  and  abnormal 
ones  were  sent  to  the  nearest  local  women’s  hospital. 


The  total  number  of  maternity  centres  was  339  including  23  rural 

development  maternity  centres  /170  rural  and  369 
Maternity  centres*  urban). 


Antenatal  and  postnatal  clinics  were  held  at  maternity  centres  and 
also  in  the  houses  of  the  cases. 

2.  With  a  view  to  meet  the  present  emergency  and  to  provide  real 

help  to  the  women  and  children  in  the  time  of 
Training  of  workers.  instructions  in  first-aid  and  home  nursing 

were  given  t*o  all  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  workers.  This 
training  has  now  been  introduced  in  the  syllabus  for  future  workers. 

Two  midwives  and  7  assistant  midwives  qualified  from  the  Silver 
Jubilee  H  ealth  School  as  Health  Visitors  and  19  probationers  passed  out 
as  assistant  midwife.  Traiuing  to  indigenous  dais  was  as  usual  given 
at  the  Health  School,  Health  Unit  and  various  other  maternity  centres.

A  sum  of  Rs.l, 36, 368  was  als  )  spent  on  Maternity  and  Child  Wel¬ 
fare  work  by  local  branchas  by  raisin g  locial  contri butions  as  against 
an  expenditure  of  Rs.l, 27,969  in  1941. 
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5.  The  total  number  of  cases  conducted  by  the  staff  with  or  without 

indigenous  dais  during  the  year  was  45,876 
Vital  Statistics.  while  that  of  the  cases  not  attended  in  the  same 

area  was  115,580.  The  deaths  reported  among  children  under  one 
year  of  age  in  the  former  case  were  2,281  and  in  the  latter  27,564 
yielding  infantile  mortality  per  mille  of  4^71  and  238*84,  respectively. 
The  maternal  mortality  among  the  cases  conducted  by  the  maternity 
staff  with  or  without  dais  was  4*28  per  mille  against  7’42  in  all  un¬ 
attended  eases  in  the  same  area.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for 
the  Province  as  a  whole  was  1*33.  Number  of  cases  sent  to  women's 
hospitals  by  the  maternity  staff  was  1,295. 


CHAPTER  IX 

School  Hygiene  and  Medical  Inspection  of  School  Children 

1  The  13  whole-time  school  health  officers  conducted  detailed 

medical  examination  in  172  out  of  175  Anglo- 
Statistios  of  medioal  Vernacular  Institutions  and  filled  medical  history- 
examma  ion.  sheets  for  *23,000  scholars.  They  re-examined 

about  4,300  boys  and  contacted  special  examination  of  560  scholars. 
They  also  visited  92  Vernacular  Schools  out)  of  293  for  ordinary  exa¬ 
mination  and  examined  7,500  children. 

2.  In  17  smaller  towns  medical  officers  of  health  in  their  capacity  of 
exofficio  school  health  officers  conducted  detailed  medical  examination 
in  39  Anglo-Vernacular  Schools  and  examined  5,300  scholars.  They 
also  visited  88  out  of  190  Vernacular  Schools  and  conducted  ordinary 
examinations  of  about  2,800  boys. 

Medical  inspection  of  scholars  in  rural  areas  and  smaller  towns  was 
undertaken  by  district  medical  officers  of  health  in  their  capacity  as 
exoffico  school  health  officer  for  districts.  On  an  average  each  district 
medical  officer  of  health  examined  3,400  boys.

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3.  Correction  of  defects— The  total  attendence  at  the  13  Central 
School  Clinics  aggregated  75,000.  Honorary  Opthalnaologists  were 
attached  to  all  the  clinins  excepting  Saharanpur,  Agra,  Shahjahanpur. 
Jhansi,  Banaras  and  Gorakhpnr  and  780  cases  were  tested  for  refraction. 
Honorary  dentists  were  attached  to  all  clinics  except  at  Shahjahanpur, 
Jhansi  and  Gorakhpur  and  ffhey  treated  1,180  dental  oases, 

A  sum  of  Rs.4,400  was  allotted  for  free  supply  of  (i)  milk  to  the  poor 
ill-nourished  children  and  (ii)  spectacles  to  indigent  boys  with  defective 
vision.  270  boys  got  milk  and  284  pairs  of  glasses  were  supplied. 

4.  Work  as  usual  was  undertaken  by  means  of  lectures,  magic 

.  lantern  demonstrations  and  through  the  Junior  Red 
ea  ucation.  Qr0ss  groups.  122  medicine  boxes  for  administe¬ 
ring  flrst-aid  were  supplied  by  the  Provincial  Red 
Cross  Society  to  schools  with  Junior  Red  Cross  organizations.  The 
whole-time  school  health  officers  took  opportunity  to  establish  contact 
with  the  guardians  of  defective  children.  To  further  health  education 
work  in  educational  institutions,  school  health  officers  delivered 
lectures  on  hygiene,  sanitation,  infectious  disease,  and  first-aid  course 
of  St.  John  Ambulance  Association.  In  training  colleges  they  also 
conducted  examinations  in  first-aid  and  Mackenzie  School  Course.  In 
all  820  scholars  were  examined  in  the  first-aid  course  and  3,803  in  the 
Mackenzie  School  Course. 

The  School  Health  Officer,  Lucknow,  made  an  investigation  for  the 
assessment  of  the  nutritional  status  of  school  children  by  somatomatric 
measurements  and  other  tests,  which  included  a  study  of  the  incidence 
of  deficiency  diseases  and  mottling  and  the  occlusion  of  teeth.  The 
report  is  under  preparation. 


CHAPTER  X 


Health  Propaganda 


Red  Crcsa  work. 


1.  The  number  of  Junior  Red  Cross  groups  registered  during  the 

year  was  5,126  in  8,751  schools  and  the  total 
number  of  members  in  these  groups  was  96,8P5 

out  of  which  2,177  were  girls. 

2.  The  number  of  xlmbulance  Divisions  at  the  close  of  the  year  was 

23  with  a  total  strength  of  769  members.  The 
Asscciationtm  UlanCG  number  of  Nursing  Divisions  was  14  with  a  total 

strength  of  356  and  that  of  Cadet  Ambulance 
and  Nursing  Divisions  29  with  a  membership  of  693.  The  District 
Centres  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  district  authorities  in  A.  R.  P. 
demonstrations  and  in  giving  training  in  first-aid.  Some  members 
of  the  Nursing  Divisions  offered  themselves  for  services  at  Civil  and 
Military  hospitals,  in  evacuees  camps  and  at  railway  stations  for 
canteen  work. 


3.  The  officers  of  the  Hygiene  Publicity  Bureau  and  the  district 

municipal  and  school  health  officers  as  usual 
Hygiene  propaganda,  carried  out  extensive  health  propaganda  by  means 

of  lectures,  homely  talks,  leaflets,  posters,  models, 
cinema  shows  and  magic  lantern  demonstrations.  The  Publicity  Van 
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equipped  with  health  models,  cinema  films,  loudspeakers  and  gramophone 
records  visited  a  number  of  districts  and  gave  63  demonstrations  to  an 
approximate  gathering  of  120,000  persons.  Demonstrations  on  health 
subjects  were  also  given  to  Indian  troops  and  followers  in  canton¬ 
ments. 

The  film  producing  unit  of  the  Provincial  Branch  of  the  Red  Cross 
Society  prepared  a  film  entitled  the  “  Warning  Signal”  with  a 
running  commentary  for  the  Civil  Defence  Department  dealing  with 
A.  R.  P.  A  silent  film  on  the  Allahabad  Kumbh  of  1942  was  also 
prepared.

Public  Health  Pet-  fJJ®  48  districts  °fj>he  Province  in  tbe  beginning  of 
E0r,nel.  ^ear»  was  withdrawn  from  the  Unnao  District 

from  June  3,  1942,  owing  to  the  inability  of  the 
district  board  to  meet  their  share  of  the  cost. 

A.  post  of  Personal  Assistant  to  Director  of  Public  Health  in  tfco 
United  Provinces  Public  Health  Service  and  three  posts  of  Subordinate 
Public  Health  Service  were  created  temporarily  during  the  year.  Of 
the  latter,  one  pose  was  for  the  charge  of  the  Epidemic  stores  and 
Quinine  Factory  and  other  two  for  appointment  as  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  in  Jhansi  and  Miizapur. 

2.  A  total  sum  of  Rs.27,68,345  against  Rs.30, 64,609  in  the  year 

1941-42  was  provided  in  the  budget  of  the  Province 
Budget  grants.  for  the  entire  Public  Health  Department  including 

the  Public  Health  Engineering  Section  and 
grant-in-aid  for  sanitary  works,  distributed  through  the  Board  of 
Public  Health.  A  sum  of  Rs. 22,00,929  against  Rs.19, 44,877  of  the  last 
year,  was  for  activities  directly  controlled  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Health. 

CHAPTER  XII 
Vaccination 
Section  A 

The  local  authorities  arrange  for  vaccination  in  their  areas, 
accinations  were  also  offered  by  sanitary  inspectors,  medical 
officers  of  fixed  and  railway  dispensaries,  private  medical  practitioners 
and.  by  military  medical  officers  in  the  areas  served  by  them.  49 

assistant  superintendents  of  vaccination  and  960  vaccinators  wero 
employed. 
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The  number  of  vaccinations  performed  by  various  agencies  was 
1,873,649  (1,577,194  primary  and  296,455  re-vaccinations)  as  against 
1.954,161  (1,611,863  primary  and  342,293  re-vaccinations)  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  year.  The  number  of  secondary  opera  ions  performed  was  11,231 
against  13,316  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  and  percentage  of 
successful  vaccination  in  which  results  were  known  were  1,516,438 
and  97*05  in  the  case  of  primary  vaccinations  and  133,913  and  39*8 7  in 
the  case  of  re-vaccinations  against  previous  year’s  figures  1,543,017  and 
96*71,  434,458  and  44*84,  respectively.  The  reduction  in  primary 
vaccinations  (34*674)  was  due  to  lower  birth-rate  and  (of  45,838)  in 
re-vaccinations  owing  to  there  being  practically  no  small-pox 
epidemic  daring  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  persons  vaccinated  was  1,862,418  against 
1,940,846  in  the  previous  year.  Each  vaccinator  vaccinated  on  an 
average  1,915  persons. 

Ti  e  total  number  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  successfully 
vaccinated  was  1,015,611  against  1,022,845  in  the  previous  year.  The 
ratio  of  infantile  successful  vaccination  to  total  births  was  63  74. 

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  in  schools  was  (73,749)  against 
36,122  in  the  preceding  year. 

Expenditure  incurred  on  vaccination  amounted  to  Rs.  3,77,545 
against  Rs.  3,86,171  in  the  preceding  year.  Out  of  the  total  expendi¬ 
ture  of  Rs.  3,77,545  a  sum  of  Rs.  2,99.939  was  spent  in  rural  areas  and 
Rs,77,606  in  the  urban  areas. 

No  case  of  encephalits  following  vaccination  was  reported,

fully  vaccinated  and  134,011  grammes  of  issue

available  in  addition. 


131,8*21  grammes  of  lymph  (3,295,525  doses)  were  issued  for 
vaccination  purposes  including  the  consumption  for  vaccinating  calves, 
leaving  a  balauce  of  190,730  grammes  in  reserve  for  future  needs. 

Every  sample  of  lymph  was  tested  for  purity  and  potency  before 
issue.  365  such  tests  were  carried  out  and  they  indicated  that  lymph 
was  uniformly  good  quality. 

The  cost  of  manufacture  of  issue  lymph  for  human  consumption  was 
annas  five  and  pies  two  per  gramme.

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CHAPTER  XIII 

A. — Administration  of  Travelling  Dispensaries 

1.  The  sanctioned  strength  of  26  provincial  dispensaries  was  main¬ 
tained.  These  visited  2,970  villages,  treated  185,986  patients,  gave 
44,292  anti-plague  and  67,877  anti-cholera  inoculations  and  associated 
with  rural  development  hygiene  public’ty  and  execution  of  sanitary 
measures  in  areas  visited. 

2.  Two  district  board,  one  forest  and  2  Tarai  and  Bhabar  travel¬ 
ling  dispensaries  functioned  during  the  year.  6  reserve  travelling 
dispensaries  were  mobilized  for  fair  duties  and  30  temporary  medical 
officers  were  engaged  for  epidemic  duties. 

3.  Twenty  three  travelling  dispensaries  were  deputed  for  work  at 
construction  camps  from  time  to  time, 

B.— Hygiene  Institute 

Four  handre  i  and  four  samples  of  water  were  examined  bacteriolo- 

gically  and  235  samples  chemically.  In  addition 
Laboratory  work.  184  samples  of  disinfectants,  stools,  vaccine  lymph, 

blood,  factory  effluents,  milk,  phenyles,  bleaching 
powder,  butter  and  ghee  were  also  examined. 

A  camp  laboratory  was  established  at  the  Allahabad  Kumbh  Fair 
and  550  samples  were  examined  there. 

1,981,884  doses  of  anti-cholera  vaccine  were  manufactured,  of  these 
7  81,482  doses  were  consumed  by  the  department.  One  lakh  doses 
of  anti-cholera  vaccine  were  supplied  to  the  Director  of  Public  Health, 
Bengal  and  two  lakh  doses  to  the  Inspector  General  of  Civil  Hospitals* 
Assam.  831,093  doses  in  concentrated  form  and  369,309  doses  in 
ampoules  were  held  in  reserve  for  future  needs, 

2.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors’  class  was  resuscitated  in  October,  1942. 

Training  of  pnblio  The  H?alth  Visifcor®’  class  continue,d  during  the 
health  personnel.  year.  .Lectures  in  Hygieue  were  also  delivered 

to  the  students  of  the  M.  B.,  B.  S.  class  as  usual. 

The  following  examinations  were  conducted: 

(i)  Examination  of  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  local  enact¬ 
ments  relating  to  Public  Health. 

(ii)  Grade  examination  of  Medical  Officers-in-charge  of  travel¬ 
ling  dispensaries. 

(i ii)  M.  B.,  B.  S.,  examination  in  Hygiene. 

3.  Investigation  and  research  work — The  following  investigations 
were  made  : 

(i)  An  investigations  into  the  cause  of  rising  incidence  of 
enteric  fever,  in  Naini  Tal  Municipality  was  undertaken  and 
recommendations  for  the  improvement  of  water  supply  and  for 
the  coutrol  of  typhoid  fever  were  made. 

(ii)  An  investigation  into  the  prevalence  of  typhoid  fever  in 
Lucknow  wa9  undertaken  and  necessary  recommendations  were 
made. 


* 
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(iii)  The  work  of  helminthic  survey  ia  Lucknow  was  continued, 
Samples  of  stools  from  schools  were  examined  with  a  view  to  find 
out  the  extent  of  helminthic  infection  in  middle  class  population. 
Out  of  a  total  of  109  samples  examined,  19  were  found  positive. 

Standards  for  turbidity  of  settled  water  before  application  to  the 
slow  sand  filters  were  also  suggested  for  adoption  by  the  local  boards. 

C, — Anti-rabic  Treatment 

In  all  12,664  persons  came  to  the  centres  for  treatment  daring  the 
year  against  15,827  in  1941,  of  whom  12,112  were  admitted  to 
the  treatment  and  552  were  advised.  79  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
consisted  of  dog  bites,  10  per  cent,  jackal  bites  and  11  per  cent,  of 
bites  by  other  animals.  The  number  of  paying  cases  were  431. 

D — Administration  of  the  “  U.  P.  Prevention  of 
»  Adulteration  Act  ” 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  extended  to  one  notified  area  and 

three  new  districts.  Ia  7  municipalities  1  noti* 
Extension  of  the  Act-  fied  area  1  fair  area  and  several  towns  and  rural 

areas  in  9  districts  provisions  of  the  Act  in 
respect  of  additional  articles  of  food  were  extended.  The  Act  is  now 
in  force  in  86  municipalities,  44  notified  areas,  17  cantonment  areas,  5 
important  fair  areas  and  several  town  and  rural  areas  in  44  districts. 

2.  The  total  number  of  samples  received  for  analysis  was  11.223 

as  against  13,347  received  last  year.  Of  these 
Operation  of  the  Act.  8  360  samples  were  genuine  and  2,582  adulter¬ 
ated.  278  samples  could  not  be  analysed  as  on 
receipt  they  were  found  in  an  unfit  condition  for  analysis.  Tnree 
samples  were  analysed  with  a  view  to  determine  their  constituents. 
The  percentage  of  samples  fouud  adulterated  was  23‘6  as  against  21*7 
during  1941.  The  percentage  of  adulterated  samples  was  the  highest 
in  the  Debra  Dun  Municipality  (36  32)  and  the  lowest  in  the  Allahabad 
Municipality  (4*0). 

2,597  persons  were  prosecuted  under  the  Act  of  whom  1,735  were 
convicted  and  fined  Rs.  87,829.  The  average  amount  of  fine  per  per¬ 
son  was  Rs.50  as  against  Rs.45  in  the  previous  year.  Five  persons 
were  both  imprisoned  and  fined.  Oase3  against  647  persons  remained 
undecided  at  the  close  of  the  year.  In  three  cases  prosecution  was 
withheld  by  local  authorities.  The  attention  of  the  authorities  con¬ 
cerned  has  been  drawn  to  this  irregularity. 

A  sum  of  Rs.  23,430  was  realised  from  1,735  successful  cases  as 
mandatory  fine  under  section  1  (3)  of  the  Act  as  cost  of  analysis 
instead  of  Rs  26,025  at  the  rate  of  Rs,15  per  case.  This  shows  that 
this  fine  was  not  realised  in  173  cases. 

During  the  year  under  review  the  Local  Government  had  to  draw  the 
attention  of  all  Commissioners  ia  the  United  Provinces  to  impress  upon 
the  tryiog  magistrates  the  necessity  of  inflicting  heavier  fines  on 
offenders  whose  guilt  was  established  under  the  Act.  As  a  consequence, 
the  average  amount  of  fine  per  case  has  slightly  increased.  Of  the  15 
larger  municipalities  the  average  amount  of  fine  inflicted  per  case  was 
the  highest  in  the  Moradabad  (73  58)  and  lowest  in  Fyzabad  (31*76).

As  a  measure  to  permit  effective  control  over  adulteration  it  was 
recommended  that  the  Butter,  Ghee  and  Fat  Licencing  Rules  should  be 
adopted  by  all  the  local  authorities,  but  so  far  only  104  areas  have 
adopted  these  rules,  the  remaining  92  units  have  still  to  take  action  in 
this  direction.
